GH1 Awarded Grant for Solar Energy Project 


Senator Paul Sarbanes’ office 
notified Greenbelt Homes, Inc, on 
Sept. 28 that the cooperative has 
•been awarded a $20,000 demonstra¬ 
tion grant by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
for a solar energy project on twenty 
frame homes. The homes previ¬ 
ously selected for this program are 
in the 14 court of Ridge Road. 

It is expected that construction 
on the project will begin in Janu¬ 
ary or February. This solar collec¬ 
tor system will differ from the one 
installed in conjunction with NASA 
on the flat roof homes on the cor¬ 
ner of Southway and Crescent 
Roads, in that it will represent a 
more advanced solar technology, 
the KTA panel which is a concen¬ 
trating collector. It lies flat on the 


building and will be installed on 
only one row for use by the four- 
building complex. 

GHI will contribute approximate¬ 
ly $13,000 in matching funds to 
cover the total cost of the program. 
The system, to be built by Arey, 
Inc., the contractor who last year 
converted GHI’s steam system to 
hot water, is expected to save from 
70 to 90% of the fuel consumed for 
hot water. This amounts to about 
200 gallons of fuel per unit per 
year. 

Not only will GHI members ben¬ 
efit directly through this program 
in their monthly charges, but also 
GHI will be promoting a public 
awareness of energy conservation 
measures with two basic solar pan¬ 
el technologies at one site.

Dispatchers from 14 police departments across Maryland met 
for a three-day dispatcher's seminar hosted by the Greenbelt 
Police Department and conducted by Major Donald Woods of the 
Baltimore City Police. It began on Sept. 27. 

Administered by the University most of the dispatchers were spon-

The police dis¬ 
patcher is a link between a com¬ 
munity and its police force. First 
of its kind in Maryland, the semin¬ 
ar was designed to help dispatchers 
cope with such a vital task, 

Throughout his lecturing, Woods 
reminded his 38 students: “You 
must love your work. But you must 
also know your work and realize 
that you ore part of a system.” 

One of the features of the sem¬ 
inar was that fellow dispatchers 
were able to meet to compare 
notes, ideas, procedures and ex¬ 
periences with the system. “Every 
department met with the others on 
equal ground,” noted a Greenbelt 
dispatcher, who added, “There was 
a lot of comraderie. 

Woods considers such group dis¬ 
cussion an integral part of his 
course. “Usually, dispatchers talk 
to each other all the time but nev¬ 
er meet face-to-face,” Woods poin¬ 
ted out. “This is why the seminar 
is so worthwhile.” 

The Greenbelt Police Department 
agrees. Three of the four Greenbelt 
dispatchers and a department rec¬ 
ords clerk attended. According to 
spokeswoman Judy Boone, Chief 
William T. Lane “likes to have 
trained people and was very en¬ 
thusiastic about the seminar.” Be¬ 
fore the conference, Greenbelt dis¬ 
patchers, among others in the 
state, had very little or no formal 
training. Dispatcher Linda Scarla- 
ta attended a previous seminar but 
the Greenbelt department didn’t 
have sufficient funds to cover the 
costs of sending coworiters. 

However, by situating and or¬ 
ganizing the seminar in Greenbelt, 
the department was able to provide 
for its own participants. Although 


the job. We all found we had the 
same types of problems,” she ob¬ 
served. Furthermore, she noted 
appreciation that Woods’ presenta¬ 
tion featured films of other dispat¬ 
chers from an observer’s view: 
problems with determining situa¬ 
tional priorities, restraining emo¬ 
tions during crises, and various 
general improvement suggestions. 
“You sit back and think. “What’s 
he doing right cr vriiat’s he doing 
wrong?” “It’s very interesting to 
watch someone else in your job.” 

And Woods tries to be interesting. 
“The response at this seminar was 
excellent, but in the beginning, I 
had to probe and pick out some who 
weren't taking part,” he revealed. 

Woods has lectured from coast 
to coast on dispatching for the past 
seven years, instructing approxi¬ 
mately four three-day sessions per 
year , which encompasses a major¬ 
ity of his vacation time. Once a 
foot patrolman, Woods worked him¬ 
self up through the ranks to Di¬ 
rector of Personnel in the Baltimore 
City Police Department. 

A communications film and book¬ 
lets from the C&P Telephone Co., 
together with a program kit pro¬ 
vided by the Motorola corporation, 
aided Woods in his presentation to 
the dispatchers, some of whom 
were police officers also. 

The counties represented were: 
Anne Arundel, Calvert, Charles, 
Howard (both police and sheriff’s 
departments), Montgomery, and 
Prince Georges (also police and 
sheriff’s departments). Municipal 
departments attending were: Green¬ 
belt, Laurel City, Maryland State 
(Baltimore-Washington Interna¬ 
tional Airport), Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Park Police, Metro 
Transit Police, Takoma Park, and 
Bladensburg Police Departments.

Effective July 1, 1951, while con¬ 
tinuing full time as Assistant Direc¬ 
tor of Public Safety he was ap¬ 
pointed to three part-time positions 
as well—Special Police Officer, Re¬ 
lief Operator and Bus Driver. 

On January 1, 1955 former City 
Manager Charles T. McDonald ap¬ 
pointed Buddy as Superintendent 
of Public Works. In 1974 he was 
named to his present position as 
Director of Public Works. At last 
year’s city employees’ banquet, the 
City Council awarded Buddy a spe¬ 
cial career achievement award in 
in recognition of his long service 
to Greenbelt and his advancement 
with the city to become the Direc¬ 
tor of its largest department.

REHABILITATION OF GHI HOMES 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc., will hold a special membership meetimg 
on Wednesday, October 18, to vote on whether to approve the lour 
million dollar rehabilitation plan as recommended by the Board of 
Directors. 

Two information meetings were hel^l recently attended by 

The members had received the 
Board of Directors’ recommendations at their doorsteps earlier in 
the week. This past March, members received the consultants 
recommendations, also followed by information meetings.

In the 
frame homes, the board recom¬ 
mends that the following improve¬ 
ments be made during the first 
year: wall insulation, window re ¬ 
placement and weatherstripping: 

In the second year the board pro¬ 
poses to install Vapormid devices 
on 32 boilers in order to achieve 
fuel consumption savings; to re¬ 
place galvanized pipes used to car¬ 
ry hot and cold water to kitchens 
and bathrooms with copper; to in¬ 
stall check valves to eliminate 
crossover of cold water into hot 
water lines; to replace badly worn 
plumbing fixtures; to bring electri¬ 
cal heavy-up to 125 buildings plus 
additional kitchen outlets and 
grounded receptacles. Attic par¬ 
titions are recommended as a pro¬ 
tection against the spread of fire 
and to improve ventilation and re ¬ 
duce the heat load of attics in the 
summer. New roofs are recom¬ 
mended for 66 buildings. Some 
funds have been set aside for ad ¬ 
ditional walkways in the North 
End of town and additional park¬ 
ing spaces, although no firm deci¬ 
sion has been made on these issues 
yet. 

Siding? 

As an alternative to the Basic 
Rehabilitation Program for frame 
homes, the board recommends that 
siding be added at the same time 
that the insulation is installed in 
the walls. The justification for re¬ 
placing the siding with new asbes¬ 
tos shingles, available in 12 col¬ 
ors or another material called Dry- 
vit, is that it is expected to elimih- 
inate the need for the costly paint¬ 
ing of trim and shingles. 

The Board has committed itself 
to holding the increase In monthly 
charges to no more than 10%, in¬ 
cluding what it will cost to rehabil¬ 
itate the homes. In addition, 325 
low-income members will be able 
to take advantage of GHI’s desig 
nation as a Neighborhood Strategy 
Area. These people will pay no 
more than 25% of their income for 
housing. A loan deferral program 
is also proposed to enable members 
to receive an interest-free loan for 
rehabilitation. This loan would be 
payable only when the member 
sells. 

Masonry Homes 

Rehabilitation for the masonry 
homes will be spread over a two- 
year period, the same as for the 
frames. Work is expected to begm 
in 1979 and to be completed in 1980. 

In the first year the improve¬ 
ments will include weatherstripping 
and window replacement, with wall 
insulation and new siding for the 
block homes begun. This latter pro¬ 
gram would be completed for all 
block homes in 1980, with the addi¬ 
tion of kitchen outlets, grounded 
receptacles, check values, and bath¬ 
tub fixtures for all homes. Elec¬ 
trical heavy-up, Vapormid installa- 1 
tion on 134 boilers to increase burn 
efficiency, and kitchen sink fix¬ 
tures would be installed as needed. 


owners; however, the cost of sli¬ 
ding for the block homeowners 
would be shared only by them. 

For cost estimates on an indi¬ 
vidual basis, and for the program 
as a whole, members should con¬ 
sult “Rehabilitation of GHI Board 
of Directors Plan” — the booklet 
that each member received about 
two weeks ago. Members are urged 
to bring this booklet with them to 
the meeting on Wednesday. 

Members who would like to make 
certain improvements to their 
homes: e.g., a bathroom on the first 
floor, are encouraged to consider 
having the work done at the same 
time as GHI is working on the re¬ 
habilitation of their homes. If they 
wish, they may borrow funds for 
such improvements through the 
Corporation and repay GHI m 
monthly installments along with 
their regular monthly charges. 

Ten years ago, in 19*68, manage¬ 
ment and the board faced the need 
for major repairs to the then 33- 
year-old brick and 29-year-old 
frame homes. A capital improve¬ 
ments project was begun to replace 
roofs, gutters, sidewalks, boilers, 
etc. In 1969 the board sought a 
master plan for the future to in¬ 
clude major renovation of homes, 
but realized that it did not have 
the technical expertise to decide 
exactly what had to be done. In 
1971 the Architectural Affiliation 
(TAA> responded to a GHI propos¬ 
al to make a general survey of rep¬ 
resentative buildings and recom¬ 
mended, in 1972. a major renovation 
program “to save the structures, to 
improve the standards of living and 
reduce overall costs.” TAA’s recom¬ 
mendations were not supported! by 
the membership: however, a study 
of GHI’s heating systems began as 
a result of the TAA report and a 
pilot project was begun to deter¬ 
mine what economics and energy 
saving would be realized by conver 
ting one of its small heating plants 
from steam to hot water, coupled 
with insulation of the crawl spaces. 
Since then, all of the steam heat 
ing plants have been converted to 
hot water with considerable sav¬ 
ings realized by the members be 
cause of reduced fuel consumption. 

History 

The Long Range Planning Com¬ 
mittee has been meeting since 1974, 
when the members directed the 
board to come up with a long-range 
r»lan for five, ten and twenty-year 
goals. The board directed the com¬ 
mittee to “develop a comprehensive 
master plan of rehabilitation firm 
iv based on needs and methods of 
financing such rehabilitation.” 

Now the decision rests with the 
members.

Next Wednesday, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. will ask its member¬ 
ship to authorize a comprehensive rehabilitation project which 
has painstakingly emerged out of a long formative phase. 

There is an increasingly urgent need for the housing cooper¬ 
ative to overhaul its physical plant because of inevitable deterior¬ 
ation of structures, roofs and windows over some forty years, and 
the urgency has now become a race against inflationary costs of 
building materials and labor. 

The efforts of dozens of people — staff personnel, board, com¬ 
mittees, interested members and consultants — have gone into 
many meetings over the last year and a half, to formulate a definite 
course of action out of a complex, ill-defined situation. 

Some members have voiced legitimate differences with the 
cooprative’s leadership on how best to carry out improvements. 
And unfortunately the same inflationary pressures that make an 
over-all rehabilitation imperative now are also being exerted 
against the. pocketbooks of individual members, who can hardly 
afford continual increases in housing costs. 

However, constructive input from members need not, and 
should not, cease with formal adoption of the rehabilitation pro¬ 
ject. 


As evidence that imaginative thinking can produce solid, prac¬ 
tical results, consider the fuel-saving measures GHI has introduced 
since the oil crisis of 1973, which have since saved literally hund¬ 
reds of thousands of dollars. 

On the other hand, to do nothing, or to do to little, in the pre¬ 
sent case would be definitely worse than to expend some resources 
to renew GHI’s physical soundness. 


For these reasons among others, we believe it is in the best 
interest of GHI members to support their hardworking leadership 
by an affirmative vote on Wednesday.

der the frame houses could cause. 
I’m partial to the frame houses, 
since I live in one. Later the House 
Doctor cf the Washington Star, 
had exactly the same advice to give 
homeowners who were unfortunate 
enough to have crawl spaces. If my 
building structure is not sound, I 
do not wish to put siding and other 
improvements on a frame that may 
collapse while being refurbished— 
is that so unreasonable? . . . 

Returning to the drama: let th£ 
playwright end his play by writing 
that Denson kept the membership 
aware of the dangers as she saw 
them, the danger of allowing the 
borrowing of large sums of money 
without legal assurance that it 
would be economically and efficient¬ 
ly used for the purposes intended 
by the membership and that she 
urged that this cooperative stop 
being a subsidiary welfare organi¬ 
zation for HUD, and become a true 
housing cooperative. 

The playwright will have to wait 
until after October 18 for the last 
act. Either people insisted on firm 
control of their own organization 
or there was such apathy that GHI 
management and Mr. Schwan’s in¬ 
terests won. At which Mrs. Den¬ 
son will bow out for good. It will 
mean that the majority of GHI 
members weren’t interested in her 
views anyway. And that could very 
well be, and she will go back to 
her knitting. 

One other thing, though. How 
can the good guys win when one- 
third of the members voting are 
looking to GHI for assistance with 
their operating costs, 29 voters 
have no interest in the matter since 
they will not be getting or paying 
for any rehabilitation, and another 
60 or more work for management 
and wouldn’t dare raise their cards 
at the wrong time, plus quite a few 
others, not interested enough to 
attend the meeting?

About the Casement 
Windows in the 
Masonry Homes 

There are three basic problems 
with the casement windows in the 
majority of the masonry homes. 
The first problem is that there is a 
tremendous heat loss through the 
windows. In the winter, cold air 
on the outside and hot air on the 
inside creates condensation which 
in turn leads to deterioration along 
the sills and walls. The second 
major problem is in the constant 
repairs needed and subsequent 
costly acquisition of parts which 
are not always easily obtainable. 
The third major problem is that 
many of the windows are so warped 
and bent that they cannot be clos¬ 
ed. Not only does this lead to heat 
loss, but also, as members replace 
cracked windows with new glass, 
the new glass soon cracks because 
of the condition of the frame. 

Though some members would 
prefer to keep the casement win¬ 
dows — refurbishing those that are 
in poor condition the cost, includ¬ 
ing the cost of storm windows if 
satisfactory storm windows could 
be found, is comparable to com¬ 
pletely replacing the windows. In 
addition, GHI has not found a 
manufacturer that makes a storm 
window which effectively controls 
heat loss for the casement windows. 
And, if such a window were found, 
there is a possible storage prob¬ 
lem that could be created. 

What GHI is proposing — though 
no final decisions have been made — 
is replacement of the casement 
windows with high-quality vinyl- 
clad aluminum windows which 
would require little maintenance 
and would provide a thermal bar¬ 
rier. This window would be of the 
built-in storm window type which 
would need to be merely raised in 
the summer. No specific manufac¬ 
turer has yet been chosen for these 
windows and it is anticipated that 
members will have some options 
when the final choice is made. 

There is no argument over the 
grace and beauty of the casement 
windows. They were, in fact, de¬ 
signed to provide just that as well 
as to allow the maximum amount 
of light and air into the room. How¬ 


To the Editor: 

I would like to say at the outset 
I recognize and applaud the time 
and effort which GHI committee 
members and staff have spent pre¬ 
paring the GHI Rehabilitation Pro¬ 
gram for our review. 

Most of the proposal appears to 
be sound in terms of the enjoy¬ 
ment of our homes and in terms of 
meeting our bills. I am horrified, 
however, at the complete lack of 
logic apparent in the suggested re¬ 
moval of windows from the mason¬ 
ry homes and replacement by sub- 
grade aluminum extruded windows. 

GHI has been remiss in supplying 
us with concrete data on the num¬ 
ber of our casement windows which 
are in non-maintainable condition. 
They lead us to believe all of them 
are useless and ready to be replac¬ 
ed. My sense tells me, rather, that a 
liberal estimate would be closer 
to 10-20% which need replacement. 

Throwing away high-quality win¬ 
dows which can be made nearly as 
energy efficient with the addition 
of storm panels is unreasonable. 
To replace them with clumsy-look- 
ing, bottom-of-the-spectrum win¬ 
dow units is worse. Rather, if 
only the 10-20% of the window units 
which need replacement were re¬ 
placed, we could afford a high^ 
quality, unpainted glass/steel win¬ 
dow which would maintain the 
aesthetics of our community as 
well as last another 40-50 years. 
Painting the trim of a high quality 
window is a little price to pay 
for the additional pleasure of oper¬ 
ation and beauty. 

The truth is, better windows 
than are proposed by GHI are used 
in most public housing projects. 

I urge all GHI members to reject 
this wasteful expenditure of our 
money and vote against the Re¬ 

habilitation Package as it is now 
presented. The casement windows 
lend grace and beauty to our 

houses; they can also be made en¬ 
ergy efficient.
